‘Ome days ago, of Traurmanfdorf, 
' (having refign'd the Command of the Impe- 
rialifts that are‘at Oftiglia to Prince Charles 
Thomas of Vaudemont,) -came hither, in or- 
' der to recover his Health which is very 
much impair’d by Fatigues of War, and afterwards 
to goto Vienna. We were farpriz’d at:the News 
that on the roth of this Month the Imperialiits aban- 
bon’d Revere, (after having tranfported all their, Ar- 
tillery, Ammunitions, &c, over the Po vo Ottiglia,) 
the more, becaufe they had taken a great deal of 
Pains and been at much Charge to fortifie ir, and 
might have defended it a confiderable. time. Since 
the. Grand Prior of France became Mafter. of that 
Place, he has caus’d a great Battery of Ganson to 
be raisid on oue fide of it, to batter Oftiglia 
which lyes ina lower Ground, There are in Ofti- 
gliaand thereaboucs 4 cr 5000 Germans. Prince 
Charles of Vaudemont, before he quitted Revere, pur 
‘acertain Nuubet of Men with Provifions and Am- 
munitions into Mirandola, that the Place might be 
“ina Condition to. make along Refiftance. On the 
other fide, the young Duke of Mirandola, who with 
Prince Giovanni his Unele is come from Bolegna to 
‘Modena, has caus’d a Proclamation be publith'd 
in his Territories, in which he takes upon himfelf che 
_ eQuality of General in the Service of the moft Chri- 
ftian King, and on very fevere Penalties forbids all 
his Subjects to furnish che Garrifon of Mirandcla with 
Provifions, or give them any Affiftance. - 

Milan, April 22. The Marquels Davia, who was 
detach’d fome days ago from Oftiglia with 390 Moife 
by the young Prince of Vaudemont, finding the Adda 
fwell'd fo high thar it was no where fourdable, 
vanc’d towards the Lake of Como, to feek fora 

flage; Of which the old Prince of Vaudemont 
eine inform’d, he fent Orders to General Toralba 
to crofs the Adda, to fight him, and if poifible to cut 
off hig Retreat. General Toralba purfued bim wich 
a!l Expedition: but the Marquefs Davia having got 
the S:art of him a greac way, he could not overtake 
him till bie got inco the Neighbourhood of the Forc 
de Fueiies, Then he detach’d the Prince d’Elbeuf 
with 50 Horle aud’ 15 Dtagoons, with Orders to at 
rack the Hnemies Rear Guard: which he perform’d 
fo viguroufly, that he broke them, put them to the 
Rout, purfned them to the Valteline in the 
Country. of che Grifons, where they fav’d themfelves. 
They joft on this Occafion 50 Troopers kill'd or 
taken, befides the Wounded ; the reft retir’d in great 

Diforder towards Tyrol... Part of their Baggage was 


likewife taken from*them, and feveral Waggons — 


loaded with.Plunder which rhey had taken in the 
Places Gtuate along the Lake of Como. — 
the. Paris Gazette, dated May 
Venice, Aprilz6, The Imperialifts take all ima- 
ginablé Precautions, to. maintain themfelves in Ofti- 


giia. To which end they have fent Detachments to. 


Melara, Bregantino, Zelo, Ficheruolo, and Trecenta, 
in the Ferrareze on the Left of the Po; to hinder the 
French from pafling that River below Oftiglia and 

ttacking them on that Gide; and they have pofted 
other Detachments.on the Tartaro, at Baruchella, at 
Caftagnaro, aad at Carpi in the Veroneze; that they 


may keep open the Paffages on that fide, from whence 
they hope to receive their Provifions. The Grand Prior 
of 'Frauce, has left rhe Marqnefs de St. Fremont with 
fome Troops at Revere ; and has {ent others toward 
the Torri di Serravalle, and to guard the Paflages of 
Milan, April 29, They write from Mantua thar 
the Grand Prior of France has made himfelf Matter 
of Monte Alfon{fo, and another Caftle in the Coun 
ot Gratagnana, belonging to the Duke of Modena, 
and firuate.in che Appenine, between the Dutchy of 
Modena and the ‘Territory of the Republick of 
Luca. He has P inted the Sieur Gaffart, Collonel 
of Dragoons, and Brigadier, to command in that little 
Province. He has order'd the Marquefs de Sr. Fre- 
mont, Lieutenant General, who commands on the 
further fide the Secchia, and has under him 7 Bat- 
tallions and. 9 Squadrons, to employ part of them, 
with fome of the Militia of the Dutchies of Modena 
and Mirandola, to block up Mirandola, in which the 
Imperialifts have a Garrifon of 1500 Men; and with 
the reft to hinder the Enemies from caffing the Po. 
The Grand Prior on his fide, has caus’d Troops to 
advance towards Sanguinero, Carpi, and Caftagnaro, 
to endeavour to drive the ampere out of them, 


‘before they have time to fortifie themfelves in them, 


and if poilible to cut off their Communication with 
the Trentin. 

~Parts, May 17. Letters from Italy advife, that the 
6th of this Month at day-break, Count Konigfeck 
who commands in Mirandola came with 800 Men 


and 2. Pieces of Cannon:to atiack Concordia, In the 


Place were only 2 Companies of Grenadiers of the 
Regiment of Solre, commanded by the Sieur de Cre- 
vecceur, 201200 Peafants, moft of which ran away 
at the approach of i.e Enemy. Whereupon rhe Go- 
vernour, not having Men enough to defend all the 
Increnchments ,. retir'd into the Palace which was 


_made defenfible by an Intrenchment, and tho’ the 


Enemies ply’d him hard with their Cannon,he main- 
tain’d himfelf in it till Night; When the Enemy bes 
ing fatigued and out of hopes of reducing him, and 
having Intelligence that the Marquefs de Vaadray 


and the Count d’Eftrades were advancing with Suc- ° 


cours,the one from Mantua the other from the Camp 
of Monfieur de Sr. Fremont at Revere, drew off their 
Artillery in all hafte and march’d back towards Mi- 
randola: The Grenadiers follow’d them and kill’d 
feveral of them. The Enemies loft above 100 Men 
on this Occafion: In the;Place but 4 Soldiers and 6 
Peafants were kill’d and 15 wounded, befides the 
Sieur de Creveceeur who was flightly wounded in 
the Hand.

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Mirandola. The French have fent 2.000 Pioneers 
~ yowards Berfello, which makes it believ’d they in- 
tend to demolifh the Fortifications of that Place. 
Pars, May 17. The 9th Inftant the Duke of Man- 
tua arriv’d in this City incognito, under che Name of 
the Marquefs of San Salvador, and’ alighted ax the 
Palace of Luxemburg, which was ficted up for him 
with Furniture belonging to the Crown, He was 
receiv'd by the Baron de Bretueil Introductor of Am- 
baffadors and Forreign Princes. He is treated Mag- 
nificently, and ail his Attendants, at the King’s Ex- 
nee. -The 12th he went to Verfailles, and had Au- 
non of the King in his Clofer, the Baron de Bre- 
tueil conducted him to his ataehy by the Back 
Stairs, becaufe he is incognito. In the Clofet were 
the Dauphin, the Duke of Burgundy, the Duke of 
Berry, the Duke of Orleans, the Duke of Bourbon, 
the Prince of Conti, and the Duke of Maine. As al- 
fo feveral great Officers of the King’s Houthold, and 
oher Lords of the Court. The Duke of Mantua 
complimented the Kivg, and his Majefty having an- 
{wer'd him in moft obliging Terms, did him the Ho- 
nour to lead him to the Dutchels of Burgundy’s A- 
par:ment, whence the King return’d to his Clofer, 
where the Duke took leave of his Majefty, who gave 
a!l podible Marks of his Confideration and Efteem 
for him, and then he return’d to this City. We have 
Advice from Spain, that the 26th of latt Month, the

While thefe Succours were on their March, the M. de

Friburg. The Regiment of Teckenback, which was 
potted at Villingen, feeing the Enemies coming, re- 
tir'd. 11000 Men of the Militia were order’d to 
guard the Patfages, but not above a Fourth part of 
them appeat'd where they were order’d, and thofe 
thar did. fled 2c firft fighr of the Enemy, fo that the 
Durch Regiments of Wilckens and Bodmar feeing 
themfelves lefe alone, were oblig’d to retreat ; the 

Jarter is gore to che Forreft Towns. Yefterday all 
the receffary Diipofitions were actually made for 
marching dircctiy apainfe ~he Enemy, but a Courier 
‘arriving from P. Lewiscf Raden with Orders to wait 
his Highnef’s Arrival, the Refolution that “had been 
taken was !aid aiide. 

Stuegerd, May 23. The 19th in the Night the P. 
of Baden arriv’d in the Army at Rorweiler, the next 
Morning the Army broke up and march’d a League 
to this fide of Villingen, and after a fhort Halt ad- 
vanc'd in fight of the Enemy, who had decamp’d 
from about Villingen and had remov'd to Eichingen. 
The 21ft the Army got the Scart of the Enemy and 
march'd to Dutlingen.. The 22d the E. of Bavaria 
march’d at 2 in the Morning to gain the Pafs of 
Stochach firuate near the Lake of Conftance,between 
that Lake and the Danube ; bura ftrong Detach- 
ment of Horfe was difparch’d to prevent him, and at 
Noon the P. of Baden follow’d with the whole Army ; 


which is already more numerons, and compos'd of 
better Troops than the Enemy’s, and yet will {peedily 
be reinfore’d confiderably. ‘Thisis the fretheft News 
from thefe Armies ; ‘tis hoped the Enemy wi!l be 
drawn into a general Engagement before they can 
recover the ftrong Pafs ef Stockach, where they may 
be able to keep the Allies ar Bay. 

The M. de Tallard decamp’d from Kirchzerten 
the 19th of May, to return co Strasburg. His Infan. 
try goes by Waicer from Brifac, and his Cavalry 
Marches down the fide of the Rhine to Kehl., 

‘The Hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel arriv’d the 
23d at Latheim, with the Troops of Caffel, and is 
follow’d by thofe of Lunenburg. - 

The Duke of Marlborough arriv’d the asth a 
Night over againft Coblentz, and was to pafs the 
Mofelle the next day,to continue his March upwards, 

The M. de Villeroy advanc’d the 23d to Baftogne,
